Tech s New President 
Has Had Colorful Life 


HOUGHTON—In the spring 
oi 1939 a skinny kid from the 
Maine backwoods stepped off 
the boat at Seward, Alaska. He 
had just turned 22 and his only 
possessions were $50 in cash, a 
few clothes and a few tools. He 
had come to seek his fortune. 
The youth’s plans were a bit 
nebulous, but the one thing he 
had not considered was enroll­ 
ing in a university. On Jan. I 
he became 
the 
president 
of 
one. 
Recently 
Dr. 
Raymond 
L. 
Smith sat in his office and 
pondered his recent appoint­ 
ment as the eighth chief exe­ 
cutive of Michigan Technolo­ 
gical University. The road to 
this post is like a Horatio Al- 
gei story. 
That road started almost 48 
years ago in Vanceboro, Maine, 
where Dr. Smith 
was 
born. 
Despite some 
economic hard 
times he recalls 
a 
relatively 
happy childhood “doing all the 
things any kid would do that 
was raised in the woods.” 
The new president's first jobs 
were in the lumber camps of 
the area, and by the time he 
was 18 he was a 
veteran 
of 
several river drives. During the 
early 
depression 
years 
he 
worked 
in 
restaurants 
and 
picked up other odd jobs.

“We spent a lot of time 'rid­ 
ing the rods1 and in open box­ 
cars,” Dr. Smith says. "We’d 
hear about a job somewhere 
and hop the next freight to get 
there. His steadiest work dur­ 
ing the 1930’s was from 1935- 
38 when he served as a phsy- 
ciatric aide at the Institute of 
Living, then called the H art­ 
ford Retreat, a mental institu­ 
tion in Hartford, Conn. 
A few 
years 
earlier 
the 
young Smith had obtained a 
private pilot’s license, and by 
1938 he and some friends had 
saved enough money to pur­ 
chase an old Great Lakes bi­ 
plane. While the dickering was 
going on, another friend ap­ 
proached him with tales of op­ 
portunity in Alaska. 
The day the 
airplane deal 
was closed, Dr. Smith backed 
out, the airplane crashed and 
the next day Smith left for 
Alaska. 
First he went to Seattle, and 
spent his last money for some 
tools and a steerage ticket to 
Seward.

'Anthony Birch' Becomes 
Wood Specification Here 


The lingo of wood industry 
in the central Upper Peninsula 
has a new term. 
It is “Anthony birch.” 
It also has a variant: “An­ 
thony bolts.” 
Hundreds of timber jobbs are 
familiar with term and use it 
conversationally to describe a 
quality of paper birch which is 
in large supply in forests of the 
area and seeking markets. 
Anthony & Co. 1503 N. 23rd 
St., buys a thousand cords of 
paper (white birch) yearly for 
manufacture of paint stirrers, 
florists’ labels and other prod­ 
ucts. Its needs are specific and 
it asks suppliers for birch win­ 
ter cut (in freezing weather) 
that is IOO inches long, clear, 
not 
excessivly 
crooked 
and 
with tops 9 inches or more in 
diameter. 
These specifications are lower 
than those for white birch for 
veneer use 
and higher 
than 
those for pulpwood 
or saw- 
timber. Birds Ele Veneer Co. 
of 
Escanaba, 
f o r 
instance, 
wants its white 
birch clear, 
straight and with a minimum 
top of 12 inches. Because the 
Anthony & Co. 
veneer lathe 
uses 16 inch bolts 
its opera­ 
tions can use crooks which are 
not excessive.

buildings, assuring that the farmer has control over 
the number of persons on his land, and maintaining 
close surveillance to correct situations that may irri­ 
tate the landowner.

Michigan's cooperative hunting club program en­ 
rolled at least 1,6(h) farmers this fall who opened more 
than 100,000 acres to public hunting. Hunters still must 
ask the farmers for permission to hunt on their lands— 
a “m u st” approach for hunters everyw here— and the 
fanner, in turn, issues guest tickets until he reaches 
the daily quota of hunters to which he has agreed. 
Ohio has at least 83,000 acres in its cooperative 
hunting program, and farm ers retain control over the 
number of hunters on their lands at any one time. Free 
permits are offered to sportsmen who request permis­ 
sion to hunt on a first-come, first-served basis. New 
York also has had excellent success with its program in 
the rural counties immediately north of New York Cite. 


In the I pper Peninsula there is not m u c h asking 
of the ow ner’s permission to hunt his lands and the 
lack of courtesy-— actually it’s complicated because so 
much acreage in the IAP. has no resident o w n e r - helps 
along the “No H unting” trend.
